The year 1879 has passed into history, to 
take its place among the most remarkable in 
the annals of our country’s wonderful material 
prosperity, while 1880 opens upon the bright- 
est prospects for its continuance this genera- 
tion has seen. Crops, universally and unusual- 
ly abundant throughout the United States, fol- 
lowing bountiful crops for two previous years, 
together with simultaneous short crops in Eu- 
rope, following two successive years of short- 
age, were the primary causes of this change. 
These three years furnish the most remarka- 
ble coincidence of the kind within memory, 
and hence the results we have seen. It is a 
g coincidence which may never happen again, 
and probably never will to so general an ex- 
tent.

The necessary condi- 
tions were then but partially developed, while 
now they are guaranteed by the simple mo- 
mentum of the recovery of all our industries, 
which must continue to carry prosperity into 


| another year, as a balance wheel carries the 


machinery of a mill fora time, even when tke 
motive power has been completely exhausted. 
Hence, should ordinary, or average crops only, 
be grown in 1880, this year’s acceleration of 
our industrial forces will carry the country 
prosperously through the coming year, and 
nothing but absolutely bad crops can reverse 
0} the machinery ofa prosperous era now fully 
1 | developed in the United States. 

The secondary cause of this change in. the 
condition of our country, is the natural though 
slow recovery from a protracted and equally 


6 general and exceptional depression, which be- 


gan here and extended to the. commercial 
world. Hence this country must be the first 
to recover, other things being equal.’ In other 
wor'ds the season of retrenchment and repairs 
had expired by the limitation of natural laws, 
when it must inevitably have given ‘place: to 
the era of extension and renewal. The wear 
and tear of seven years required replacement 
with new material throughout all departments 
of life and industry, both useful and ornament- 
al. The machinery of business, and the cloth- 
ing and furniture of the people had worn out, 
and they were compelled to buy new. This 
work of substitution is not yet completed, and 
when it is, real estate and houses will have to 
be renovated, improved and enlarged. 

The former process has caused the ‘advance 
in al] kinds of personal property, which: has 
been seen the past year. The latter process 
will cause a similar advance in real estate the 
coming year, unless suddenly checked by some 
national calamity, such as poor crops or politi- 
cal disturbances. Then, with both real and 
personal property restored to their normal 





conditions, our prosperity will be fally recov- 


ered, the basis of values will become fixed, and 


‘the country will have entered upon what is 


justly believed by many to, be the most prose. 
perous decade in its wonderful history. 
growth of the country has overtaken ‘that of 
the railroads, and they must henceforth earn —.

/ American Katiroad Prospects. 
_ American railroad prospects continue cheer- 
ing, upon the whole. Cheaper money, abun- 
dant-crops, reviving trade, growing populatior 
—all these elements of national prosperity are 
exerting a powerful influence for good upor 
the railroad interest of the United States 
The effect’ of cheaper ‘rates of interest upor 
capital must be very great. So considerable. 
indeed, bas the accumnlation of capital become 
in the Great Republic that the 5 per cent 
- United States Refunding Loan of 1871 is to be 
_ in its turn refunded into 4 per cent bonds in 
- 188l—which ‘year will also witness the ex 
tinction of the last 6 per cent bonds issued by 
the American Treasury. A proposal is even 
expected to be submitted to the United State 
Congress for the issue of United States 3} pei 
~ eent bonds. 

In'presence of such circumstances as these. 
it is tolerably clear ~_ a American railroad 
any possessing a shred of respectability o1 
~ eredit need in future give more than 5 per sot 
_. per annum upon its bonds. We shou!d not be 
| surprised, indeed, ‘to see such companies as the 
' New York-Oentral, the Pennsylvania, the Bal- 
»  timore-and Ohio, the Chicago and Northwest. 
ern, or the Oentral Pacific with a large amoun: 
- of bonds afloat at 4 or 4} per cent per annum. 
_ The effect of this upon the stocks of such com- 
" panies as these would be very great in the 
course of a few years. Hitherto, bonds have 
_ too often swallowed up stocks; now, stocks 
_ appear to have a chance of returning the com- 
_ pliment and‘swallowing up bonds, or, at any 
- pate, “of reducing them to their proper level 
and position. The bondholders or debenture- 
holders of a company should be its creditors 
_ and not its masters, and this is the role which 
. fortune appears to be assigning, upon the 

_ whole, to American railroad bondholders. 
Thegreat railroad companies of the United 
| States are also profiting materially from the 
extremely abundant crops of wheat, cotton,

ein 1879. Never probably have such

_ this year. . Neyer has Jonathan rejoiced in such

great lines centering at Chicago—such as the 
Chicago and Northwestern, the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy, and the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul—has especially benefitted 
from this cause, 

The revival of trade throughout the United 
States—an almost necessary consequence of 
cheap money and abundant crops—has an ob- 
vious tendency to increase the prosperity of 
American railroads, So obvious, indeed, is 
this tendency that we need not farther insist 
upon it. Then the census of the population 
which will be taken in 1880 is expected to ex- 
hibit an aggregate of nearly 50,000,000 souls ; 
and, of course, the denser the population of the 
American Union becomes, the better for the 
American railroad interest. Even now, con- 
sidering the enormous area of the United 
States, their population must be regarded as 
comperatively scanty; still the colonization 
and settlement of the immense territory of the 
American Republic is advancing with rapid 
strides, and lines which are comparatively pro- 
fitless now may be expected to become valua- 
hle properties in the course of the next 10 or 
20 years. 

A great deal, of course, depends upon sound 
and honorable management. However inher- 
ently good a company may be, unless there is 
honor and prudence at head-quarters there can 
never be dividends for the shareholders, Wild 
competition, watering of stock, extravagant 
extensions, ill-considered amalgamations, and 
unprofitable leases will damage the prospects 
of the soundest railway property on this side 
of the Atlantic, and must have the same con- 
sequences also in the United States or in any 
other country in which they are permitted to 
produce their pernicious fruits.—[Herapath’s 
Railway (and Commercial) Journal. 
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American Steel Rails. 

The American Iron ard Steel Association, to 
show the good character of American Steel rails, 
has published the statistics kept by the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad of the life of steel rails io a series 
of tables. Tab'e 1 shows that of 92,671 tons of 
American steel rails laid on the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road west of Philadelphia between 1868 and 1878 
anly 6-26 per cent, have been removed. Table 2 
shows that of 47,208 tons of rails made by the 
Pennsylvania Steel Company and laid on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad between Philadelphia avd 
Pittsburg from 1868 to 1878 only 5.38 per cent, 
have been. removed; and of 6,629, tons laid down 
from 1875 to 1878 not one rail has been taken 
ap. Tabdle 3 shows that of 16,037 tons of Ameri 
can stee! rails laid on the Pennsylvania Railrcad 
between Philude!lpbia and New York from 1873 
to 1878 less than one-fifth of 1 per cent, have 
been removed, Table 4 shows that of 14,552 
tons of English steel rails laid on the Pennsylva- 
oia Railroad west of Philadelphia from 1864 to 
1871 16.27 per ceot. have been removed, The 
general statement is made that the Eoglish steel 
rails first laid down have worn better than those 
laid down afterwards, and that the quality of the 
American steel rails has steadily improved ; also 
that the American steel that bas worn ont has 
worn faster than the English steel, or, in other 
words, that the poor American steel was poorer 
than the poor Eoglish. But it is at the same time 
declared that the best American steel is better 
than the best English, Oa the Philade)ptia, Wil-

During a great 
part of the time, however, the company paid io 
terest upon $1,500 000 of bonded debt, and with- 
out this payment it would have earned more than 
7 per cent on the preferred stock, The funded 
debt has since been paid, and the company has 
now no debts of any kind, 

Tke decision of the Court. of Appeals is fina’. 
A distinct suit was braugbt in the United States 
Court by a non-resident, but if brought to trial 
it is believed that the decision will be in accord 
ance with that of the highest court of the Staie, 

A suit was begun io the Supreme Conrt on the 
24th alt, against the company fcr the recovery of 
the back dividends on the preferred stock. The 
company in 1870 issned this stock, agreeing to 
pay, frora the earnicgs of the company, interest. 
at the rate of 7 per cent, on May J], 1871, and an- 
nually. thereafter. The present suit has been 
bronght in behalf of owners of the preferred stock 
of record on that dute and on May 1 of every year 
sioce its issue, upon the ground that the company

Tehauntepec Railroad. 

Martin Van Broeckiin, late chief engineer of the 
Metropolitan Elevated Railway, William J, Me- 
Alpine, and Mr. Scott, of the engineers, who are 
to superintend the construction of the iuteroceanic 
railway from the Atlantic to the Pacific, at the 
Isthmus of Tehauntepec, sailed on the 27th ult. 
on the new Havana steamsbip City of Alexandria. 
Upon reaching Vera Cruz they will take a coast 
wise steamer for Minititlan, on the Goatzacoalos 
River, and expect to find on their arrival a force 
already at work near the month of tho river,

No tunceliing will be required, By 
the terms of the contract the first forty miles of 
the road are to be completed by October next, —

Is the Santa Fe to adopt the 32d Parallel 
Route ? 

The suit between the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe and the Denver and Rio Grande Rail- 
road Companies for right of way through the Ar- 
kansas River Canyon, which was decided last 
fa'l in favor of the latter, is likely to be renewed 
again over the disputed right of way in the valley 
of the Rio Grande, where both roads have strong 
engineering and surveying parties upon the 
ground, both endeavoring to get their route staked 
out ahead of the other from Albuquerque to Me- 
silla, a distance of 240 miles, when the line of the 
Southern Pacific is reached, From this it is in- 
ferred that the 32d parallel route is to be adopted 
by the Sacta Fe people in preference to the more 
difficult and mountainous route by the 85th par- 
allel, The distance will be but a trifle more by 
the 82d parallel, as the undulations and detours 
are sofficiently less to make the route about equal 
in length while less expensive to build, 





Boston Dividends. 

The dividends and interest payable in Boston 
in January aggregate $18,649,734, of which the 
railroads pay $1,874,375 and manufacturiog com- 
panies $888,240 for dividends, for interest on 
bonds $10,511,764, and for miscellaneous $380,- 
855. In the railroad dividends the changes are 
not very material, The Boston and Lowell in- 
creases from 1 to 2 per cent ($10 per share of 
$500), and the Providence and Worcester 21¢ to 
8-per cent. The Burlington and Missouri ana 
Republican Valley make extra dividends of 2 
per cent “ from sales of unpledged lands.” The 
Granite Railway resumes afier a Japse of some 
years.

British Trade and Social Statistics. 

Geo. Badeau, United States consul general at 
London, has transmitted to the Department of 
State two annua) reports, one showing the trade 
of London and one showing the trade of the 
United Kingdom, A stady of these reports, says 
Gen, Badean, discloses the fact that a change for 
the better has recently occurred in the trade of 
the United Kingdom, indicated by a resewed Am- 
erican demand for British manufactures, espe- 
cially of scrap and railroad iron ; a distioct in 
crease in the last few months of exports gener- 
ally ; rising prices in the wholesale markets, ‘and 
a decided change in the retarn of railroad traf 
fic. The total number of emigrants in 1878 was 
112,902 ; one-half to the United States, one-third 
to Australia aod New Zealand, and one-tenth to 
British North America, The total number of 
poor in receipt of relief on the Ist of January, 
1879, in the Ucited Kingdom was 98,694, There 
was an increase in Ireland and-a decrease in Scot- 
land, In the primary schools there was an in- 
crease of 30,000 pupils in 1878. The total ex- 
penditures for schools by the government was 
$13,667,020.

Columbus, Chicago and Indiana Central 
Railway. 

Io the United States Supreme Court at Wash- 
ington on the 24th olt., .Associate Justice Harlan 
handed down his docision inthe case of the Co 
luambus, Chicago and Indiana Central Railway 
Company. The decision makes the rental due 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad Company about 
$2,600,000. Referriug to this decision, the Phil- 
adelphia Eveniog Telegraph says: 


“ Justice Harlan bas heard and decided the 
case as a jadge of the Circuit Court for the sev- 
eotb circuit, and not as a jastice of the Supreme 
Court. His decision of the case, is therefore, not 
final ; aod upon inqniring at the Pennsylvania 
railroad office here it was ascertained that not 
only had this adverse decree been anticipated, 
but that it had been arranged at once to carry.an 
appeal to the United States Supreme Court for a 
definitive adjustment of the issues between the two 
roads. It was further stated by tie officers that 
the party iovolved in this litigation is not, strict- 
ly speaking, the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, 
bat the Pennsylvauia Company, a corporation or- 
iginated by the former f-r the purpose of opera 
ting its leased lines west of Pittsburg. It is dif-

guage of its depression and bear speculation, As 
8 resnlt.the banks have had a good year, aod are 
paying good dividends, with few losses to charge 
to profit and loss, and the brokers bave bad a 
golden harvest. 

The money market has been a mure important 
factor than usual io Wall street aod tbhrougbont 
the country. Commencing with the first of 1879, 
resamption of specie payments was effected and 
has been succzssfully carried to the end of the 
year withont a hitch or a hindrance, thus remov 
ing the hitherto uncertain basis of vaines, Hence 
with the close of the year the country is safely 
past this experimental test, as it was regarded by 
many, The most important auxiliary in the con- 
summation of this result was the enormous im- 
portation of specie, such asthe country has never 
seen, and may never see again, amounting to 
about $85,000,000 for the year, This was doe 
to crops the most abundant at home and the most 
deficient abroad before known, and hence, not 
witbstanding our large increase of imports of 
mercbhandize and especially of iron, Europe has 
been compelled to pay us gold for breadstuffs. 
Hence our exports of food supplies have been op 
an uopréecedented scale. From these conditions 
it natarally follows that the agricultural interests 
of this country are in an unusually prosperovs 
condition, and able to buy of both necessaries and 
luxuries of life to replace the depletion of the 
past few yearr. Thisin turn has set the textile 
and other. manofactories of the country all into 
active motion ; and the manufacturing interests 
have, therefore, had @ good year witb another be- 
fore them, This renewal of industrial pursuits 
has increased the demand for raw material and 
labor, and hence the producers of all commodities 
from the earth or from the producis thereof have 
bad an active and prosperous year, and the la- 
boring classes: employment that wes steady 
though not highiy renumerative, as wages and 
real estate are always the last to rise as well as 
to fall, * The effect of all these other forces, how- 
evor, is beginning to be felt by these two inter- 
ests, and another year will no doobt produce ma- 
terially beneficial results. All these influences, 
thus pnt in motion naturally created such in- 
creased traffic in the transportation interests of 
the country that they were found unprepared, 
after six years of retrenchment, to accommodate 
this immense increase. Hence, after ruoning for 
the first half of the year at the lowest rates of 
freight ever ‘known, the railroads and shipping 
interests found themselves suddenly the masters 
~ of the situation, and from ruinous competition for 
traffic enough for half their carrying capacity, 
they found themselves io August overwhelmed 
with more freight than they conld move. New 
rolling stock was then orlered by the railroads, 
until ali the manufacturers of railroad supplies 
in the “country found themselves contracted 
ahead in their productive capacity far into 1880. 
This ip turn led to increasing their productive 
facilities, aod forthwith the iron icterests sprang 
foto such activity as bad rot been seen in nearly 
ten years ootil most every idle furnace was 
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reat Britain 400,00 “fone more than for last 
year. Then the building industries followed the 
iron revival and the coal interests followed both 
antil the whole indnstrial machioery of the coun- 
ry was pol only setin motion, but taxed to its 
utmost to supply these demands, except coal aod 
provisions the production of which has beep 
lately curtailed. But coal and provisions were 
the only important articles that were produced 
in excess of demand, But speculation in these 
as in other staples of commerce get in and helped 
out legitimate demand and sent up prices of 
both in about the same proportion as for other 
articles, 

The same was trae of Cotton and most other 
staples of commerce, while the unusual demand 
for breadstuffs led to a great combination to 
control the stocks of the couotry, which are now 
held as other export staples are and have been 
‘or two months past above export markets, This 
bas resulted in immense accumulations at the io- 
terior, and especially at seaboard points, until the 
storage capacities of the. country: are taxed to 
hold them. On the other band the ocean sbip- 
ping interests have suffered severely by this lock- 
ing up, until rates of ocean freights have run 
down to the lowest points known ia years uoder 
a heavy accumulation of tonnage which had been 
called here from all paris of the world by the 
high rates of freight and active demand, for ac- 
commodation all through the autemn muvotbs. 
The railroads do not yet appear to fee] the effects 
of this lock out of the speculators, because most 
of the latter are in the East and are bringing their 
stocks to the seaboard where costs of storage, in- 
surance and interest are less than at interior 
points, This completes the more important in- 
terests of the country, ard iocludes all but the 
fire insurance and mining interests, which appear 
to be about the only ones left out in the general 
prosperity, While everything speculative and 
non-speculative bas been “booming,” mining 
stocks—the most speculative of all—-have seen 
the worst depression known in their history. 

This has been dve to special causes arising in 
the new constilution of California, designed to kiil 
out stock speculation by stopping after January 
ist, 1880, the dealings in stocks on margins. The 
great speculators and risk investors thus were the 
only buyers of the immense amouats held in Cal- 
ifornia on margin, and they concluded to so run 
the mines, which they controlled, as to get these 
stocks at the lowest possible prices, and they have 
succeeded. After January 15th, therefore, this 
interest is promised a revival, and the market for 
the past week seems to iadicate better times. 
Losses of the Fire Insurance compaoies have been 
very great the past year on low rates, aggregat- 
ing in the United States and Canada over $83,- 
000,000, against $20,000,000 last year,

The passenger receipts in 1879 were less by 1.90 
per cent. than in 1878, and the freight receipts 
more by 23.65 per cent. than ip 1878, the increase 
being due partly to increased fruit traffic from the 
Delaware railroad and partly to the general revi- 
val of trede. The real estate of the company at 
Canton, Baltimore, is being rapidly improved, 
and the exchanye of traffic between steamers and 
cars has been much facilitated by the building of 
awharf. Mention is also made of the proposed 
transfer of the passenger and baggage care of the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad between Canton and 
Locust Point by means of a large ferryboat, which 
will be ready for use early next summer.

propezty. The President, in his report, says: 

The increase in earnings is not in proportion to 
the increased business done, owing to the low 
rates prevalent during the year; neither is the 
increase in expenses ion proportion to such busi- 
ness, owing to the decreased cost of operatiog 
per unit of traffic, : 

The freight carried, as compared with 1878, 
shows an increase of 28 per cent, whilst the in- 


crease in the earnings therefrom was bat 2.7 per]. 


cent, 

The ratio of expenses to earnings increased 
from 68 per cent in 1878 to 70 per cent in 1879, 

The cost per ton per mile for moving freight 
was but 0.56 of a cent, being less than ever before 
known in the history of the read. 

If the average rates for the transportation of 
freight for the year 1879 had been equal to those 
of 1878, the earninzs, calculated on coal and mer- 
chandise separately, would have been $2,621,583 
59 more than was realized. 

The rates of 1878 were regarded as extremely 
low, indeed, lower than any one had reason to 
suppose wonld again prevail for any cocsiderable 
period of time, But daring the greater part of 
1879 a much less average rate was forced upon 
us; and, consequently, notwithstanding the fact 
that we did a largely increased business, our earn 
ings were but slightly augmercted, 

These remarks apply to the geveral freight bus- 
iness of the company. But the carrying of coal 
is so large an item in our transportation that tbe 
disorganization in that bosiness, and the extreme- 
ly low rates at which we bad to handle it, operat- 
ed very onfavorably upon our earnings, aod ‘as 
one the leading factors in producing the results 
of the year, 

There is every reason for believing that the dif- 
ferences which have existed between the coal 
companies will soon be satisfactorily and finally 
adjusted, and that, hereafter, that branch of busi- 
ness will be placed upon a wore permanent and 
profitable basis, 

It is believed that the arrangements now made 
for tho establishment of rates upon general 
freight, and for the adjustment-of differences 
which may arise between the various companies, 
will result io the fixing of prices for transportisg 
freight upon such a basis as will be permanent, 
and more satisfactory to the railroads as well as 
to the public. 

If these reasonable anticipations are realized, 
even without an iocrense of traffic and witbout 
any further economies in operating the road, your 
board feels fally justified in expressing the opin- 
ion that the company will be able to meet its 
fixed charges and other obligations. With the 
improvements, however, which have b3en and are 
being made, fully completed, there is no reason 
to doubt that for the future we will have a large- 
ty increased traffic, and that the road can be op- 
erated at a largely reduced percentage of ex- 
penses,

FUNDED DEBT. 


The property of the Erie Railway was pur- 
chased by this company, subject to al! pre-exist- 
ing mortgages or liens to that upoo which the 
sale was made, and it bas to provide for all such 
io the same why and to the same extent that it 
would have to do had they been created by it, 

Hence, it became necessary during the yenr to 
deal with the second mortgage bonds, which, by 
the terms thereof, matured and became payable 
September 1, 1879, These amounted to $2,174,- 
000, and bore interest at the rate of seven per 
cent per acnum. The company proposed to the 
holders to ey.teud the mortgage for a term of forty 
years, reducing the rate of interest to five per 
cent per anoum, which proposition bas been ac- 
ceded to by holders to the extent of $2,109,000, 
We have noreason to doubt that the few out- 
standing will accept the same arrangement, in 
which event the redaction io interest will amount 
to $43,480 per annum. Such holders as do not 
assent to the propose extension will be paid the 
principal of their bonds, and to that extent the 
lien of this mortgage will be reduced. 


At the date of the last report, $460,000 of the 
first consolidated mortgage bonds were onutstand- 
ing, the holders thereof not baving assented to the

NEW ENGLAND CONNECTION. 


There bas been much more delay in the com- 
pletion and openiog of the Bostcn, Hoosac Tan- 
nel and Western Road than was anticipated at the 
date of the last report. That company has been 
subjected to a long and tedious litigation, every 
means possible having been resorted to for pre 
venting its securing the necessary rights of way 
and the necessary crossings of olber and compet 
ing lines of road. 

These legal impediments have all been over- 
come, however, and the company is now in pos 
session of the entire line, The road will be open 
ed for business during the carrenot year. 

This connaction will be of great value to us, 
It supplies a want which this company and its 
predecessors have always experienced, It gives 
us‘access to all New England, and will enable us 
to control a large traffic which heretofore we have 
had to decline. It will also enable us to briog 
from New England for distribution on the line of 
our own and connecting roads large quantities of 
manafactured fabrics. 

In every respect it must add largely to our rev- 
enue and busivess. 


TRAFFIC ARRANGEMENTS, 


The most beneficial results may be expected 
from the experience of the past two years. It 
has been fully demonstrated that. no one line can 
realize any permanent advantage by. undortaking 
to secure to itself, by moans of reduced rates and 
other inducements, traffic not: legitimately be- 
longing to it and beyond the proportion properly 
due to it. Temporary advantages may bu gaired, 
bat they are always followeJ by retaliatory mea- 
sures, which, in the end, prove disastrous not 
only to the railroad but to the commercial and 
business interests of the coantry. 

Permanency ir prices aod regularity in the 
movement of traffic are as important to the pub- 
lic as to the roads, for upon them depend business 
arracgements and contracts all over the country. 

These facts, and many others bearit g upen the 
subject, have led to serious ingniry as to the best 
remedy for the evils of competition so long ex- 
isting, and the result of such consideration is the)

Boston, Hoosac Tunnel and Western R. R. 

The Boston Journal, in noticing the formal 
opening of this road which took place at North 
Adams, Mass,, on tlf— 22d ult., says: 

The project of building a secure and more 
direct railroad from the Tunnel to the Hudson 
River has long been looked upon as one likely 
to be undertaken. It is now but little more 
than two years since the organization was 
formed which has resulted in the construction 
of the road, the opening of which was yester- 
day celebrated. This road was organized with 
a capital of $10,000,000, and in November, 
1877, awarded the first contract—for the con- 
struction of the iron bridge over the Hudson 
River at Mechanicville, and as at present com- 
pleted, it extends from Mechanicville, N. Y., 
to North Adams, Mass., a distance of 45.98

None but the best of materials have been 
used, and no expense has been spared in mak- 
ing the new line to the Tunnel a safe one for 
travel. All the culverts and cattle guards are 
mainly constructed of marble, quarried at 
West Rutland, and of the best of iron. The 
rails are of steel, and were made at the Rens- 
selaer works. 

All the bridges, nine in number, are substan- 
tial iron structures, and were manufactured by 
the Phoenix Iron Company, of Phoenixville, 
Penn. These bridges are located cver the

It crosses two highways and the 
Champlain Canal. The structure at Tomhan- 
nock is on the site of the terrible accident on 
the Albany and Vermont road about twenty 
years ago. 

On the Ist day of October, 1879, the Bos- 
ton, Hoosac Tunnel and Western Railway 
Company had expended $2,400,000. The 
equipment of the road consists of 8 powerful 
locomotives, 10 first-class combination coaches, 
500 first-class box cars, 150 stock cars, 100 
coal cars, 42 flats, 66 construction cars, 5 ca- 
booses, 1 tool car and 1 derrick car. ‘Iwo pas- 
senger trains will be run daily, and connections 
made for Boston, Troy and Albany. 

Employing the Rensselaer and Sarstogs line 
from Mechanicville to Schenectady, and the 
Albany and Susquehanna thence to Bingham- 
ton, the new road taps the Erie. It has a 20- 
year contract with the Delaware and Hudson 
Canal Company, which controls the Albany 
and Susquehanna and the Rensselaer and Sar- 
atoga lines. The new road also has traffic ar- 
rangements for four years with the Fitchburg 
Raiiroad Company, which in turn controls the 
Massachusetts State or Tunnel route. Thus 
Boston has three trunk lines to the West, the 
Boston and Albany, the Troy and Boston and 
the Boston, Hoosac Tuanel and Western Rail- 
roads. 

Philadelphia and Reading Railroad. 

The Philadelphia and Reading Raiiroad Com. 
pavy have given orders for the construction, st the 
shops in Reading of 1,400 cars for the company’s 
use, to consist of 400 coal cars and 1,000 freight 
cars, From every indication a very heavy coal 
traffic is anticipated. Additional rolling mills, 
forges, farnaces and other industries are getting 
into operation all along the company’s lines, and 
the full resources of the road are required to 
meet them. The demand for coal for manufac.

The Coal Trade. 

The total toncege of anthracite coal from all 
the regions for the week ending December 20, as 
teported by the several carrying companies 
amounted to 509,855 tons, against 369,466 tons, 
the corresponding week last year, an increase of 
140,389 tons, The total amonnt of anthracite 
mined for tbe year is 26,716,136 tons, against 16,- 
674,902 for the same period last year, av increase 
of 9,041,234 tons. The quantity of bituminous 
coal sent to market for the week amounted to 54,- 
256 tons, against 66,833 tons ir corresponding 
week last year, a decrease of 2,577 tons, The 
tatal amount of bitominons mined for the year ia 
3,535,329 tons, against 3,319,423 tors for corres- 
ponding period last year, an increase of 215,90€ 
tons, The total tonnage of all kinds of coal for 
the week is 664,111 tons, against 426,299 tons in 
corresponding week last year, ao increase of 137,- 
812 tons, and the total tonnage forthe coal year is 
29,260,937 tons, against 19,994 324 tons to same 
date last year, an increase of 9,266,613 tors. The 
quantity of coal and coke catried over the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad for the second week of Decem- 
ber was 158,014 tons, of which 119,187 tons were 
coal, and 38,077 tons coke. The total tonvage for 
the year thus far has been 6,877,769 tons, of which 
4,594,336 tons were coal and 1,283,433 tons coke. 
These figures embrace all the coal and coke car- 
tied over the road east and west, The shipments 
of bituminous coal from the mines of the Cumber 
Jand coal region for the week ending December 
20th were 51,094 tons, and for the gear to that date 
1,645,109 tons—-11,285 tons less than in the cor- 
responding period of 1878, The sbipments to the 
Baltimore and Obio Railroad for the week were 
43,141 tons, for the year 996,594 tons, an increase 
of 117,712 tons, as compared with 1878, The 
shipments to the Chesapeake and Obio Canal 
for the week were 4,898 tons, fcr the year 499,- 
0562 tons, a decrease of 110,153 tons compared 
with last year. The shipments to the Pennsylva- 
pia Railroad were for the week 3,055 tons, for 
the year 149,463 tons, an increase of 3,725 tons 
as compared with 1878.—Phila. Ledger, Dec, 29.
